JAPAN. 
Advices by the present mail extend to the 14th Oct., but via 
San Francisco dates reach to the 2lst. By telegram to New 
York it is reported that— 


Ambassador Kido was still lying in a precarious condition. 
A revision of the treaties had been postponed in hopes that he 
might recover. 

Minister Delong paid his last visit to the Emperor, and in- 
troduced his successor, Mr. Bingham, The Emperor’s address 
to Minister Delong on the occasion was most cordial and flatter- 
ing. His Majesty also presented him with two magnificent and 
ree vases as a token of his esteem. Mr. Delong was after- 
words entertained on board the United States steamer Lack- 
awanna. 

On October 9th the Emperor went in State to open the Poly- 
technic School at Tokei. He read a speech, which was trans- 
lated, and Dr. Murray and the chief foreign officers replied. 
Chemical and physical experiments and a gymnastic exhibition 
were witneabal by the Emperor. After the exhibition all sat 
down to a collation. The students recently arrived at Tokei 
number 30,000, The Empress paid a visit in State to Yoko- 
hama on October 18. 


NAGASAKI. 

The loss is reported of the Russian steamer Vicola/, a sister 
steamer to the Alexander, which, while on her voyage from 
Vladivostock to Nagasaki struck on a reef on the coast of Oki 
Island, sixty miles from Nagasaki ; a sharp rock penetrated her 
bottom in the engine section, and she now lies bilged and full of 
water ; crew and passengers safe. On the chief officer reaching 
Nagasaki with the news, H.I.R.M. gunboat Gornostai and the 
Russian steamer Alexander went to render assistance. It is 
hoped that the Vicolai may be patched and got afloat again. 

‘The rumour current here, and reported by us in July last, re- 
garding the Formosa question, has been revived again by the 
natives as a topic of conversation —- week. It is said 
that a Japanese ironclad, bearing an Admiral’s flag, will shortly 
call here, en route for that island. A new semi-official native 
journal, it is reported, will make its appearance here shortly. 

ts proprietary embraces several well-known names of local re- 
ute, and it will be edited by a linguist. A Naval Academy 
is to be established at this port shortly ; its site is to be on the 
opposite side of the harbour. 
e Russian gunboat Gornostai, which has been here some 
time undergoing extensive repairs at the Government engineer- 
ing works at iteaxs and the Patent-Slip, will be ready for sea 
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; Set week. We understand that after the arrival of H.E. the 


ussian Minister, Mr. Butzow, from Yokohama, who is expected 


_ to arrive here shortly, she will leave for Hankow, via Shanghai, 


to relieve the Russian gunboat Morge, now stationed at that 
place. The Russian flagship Ascoll is hourly expected here, and 
goon after her arrival Admiral Brummer will remove his flag to 
that vessel. The Vitiaz left for Shanghai en route for Russia in 
Europe on Saturday last. The United States corvette Laak- 
awanna, Captain Macaulay, is expected to arrive here from 
Yokohama via Hiogo, and will remain in port for some time. 

H.B.M.’s sloop Linaldo, last from Cheefoo, hasarrived here, and 
will stay at this port until the arrival of Vice-Admiral Sir 
Charles F. Shadwell, K.C.B., who is expected here in the flag- 
ship Jron Duke. The corvettes Cadmus and Thetis are also ex- 
pected here,

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

It is rumoured that the Chinese Government have decided on 
sending a mission to Cuba, to inquire into the alleged ill-treat- 
ment of the Chinese emigrants to that port, and that the Com- 
missioners of Customs of Tientsin and Hankow will accompany 
the Chinese Envoys. It is further said that the step has been 
taken at the invitation of the Spanish Government. 

The Peking Gazette contains a memorial from Chang-shun, in 
which his Majesty is informed that Chinkin, the Customs Taoutai 
at Tientsin, had presented to the local Government of Puliasutai 
city in the Khanate of Samoin, lying north-west of the Selenga 
river, 120 double barrelled muzzle-loading guns (but whether 
rifles or smooth bores or carbines it is impossible to ascertain 
from the memorial), and 10,000 percussion caps. These articles 
were handed over to a mandarin, agent of the local Government 
of Oroumtsi, who appears to have been at this place engaged in 
making purchases of arms, &c., for the chief officer of the above- 
named region. Chang-shun prays his Majesty to be graciously 
pleased to bestow some honour on the Customs Taoutai for the 
present he has made to Government. The Customs Taoutai 
made a seizure of arms last winter, the property of a Chinese 
shopkeeper, who had them for sale, and who, besides losing his 

roperty, had, if I remember rightly, to pay a fine of Tls. 2,000, 
or selling munitions of war. 

Li Hung Chang left Tientsin on the 5th Oct., in the Chinese 
gunboat Chinhaz, to visit the forts at Singching, Taku, and Pei- 
tang. His Excellency visits these places for the pu of in- 
specting the works which have been executed there during the 
past summer. It is reported that peremptory commands have 
come down from Peking that the works going on at the Sing- 
ching fortress be at once stopped, as the money being expended 
on them could no longer B spared for such a purpose. Li 
Hung Chang will return to Tientsin on the 9th Oct., and he will 
then start for an inspection of the canal and river gaps in the 
interior. 

Training is going on actively for the Tientsin Regatta, which 
is to come off on the 13th Oct. 


SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings seven days later advices from this 
port, viz., to the 17th Oct.; the French mail from London Aug. 
29 arrived out on the 13th Oct. The following items of news 
are from the North China Herald :— 

A meeting of the North China Insurance Company was held 
on the 13th October—Mr. F. H. Bell presiding. The accounts 
presented showed that, after carrying forward the sum of Taels 
103,148.10 from the half-year's wor ing account, there was at 
the credit of the company on the 30th June a balance of Taels 
570,115.31, in addition to the paid-up ae and after making 
provision for the dividends sanctioned by the shareholders at 
their last meeting, further payments made since 30th June on 
account of claims had amounted to Taels 95,000, and the net 
premia accruing from lst July to 30th September were estimated 
at Taels 235,000. The only losses of moment outstanding were 
those by the s.s. Singapore and s.s. Bokhara, which would pro- 
bably absorb a sum of Taels 110,000. The subjoined account

The proceedings at the meeting were opened by the Chairman 
who eouiratilated the ahaceholders upon the pee ania ition 
which thecompany held inthe Marine Insurance businessof China, 
He also stated that on steamers between home and the Eastjthe 
company was obliged to take large risks, and the recent numerous 
losses told heavily ; and that the losses made by these steamers 
had led them to consider whether the premia charged was sufii- 
cient to cover the risk, although they had kept to somewhat 
higher rates than had been paid elsewhere. They had heard 
from London that the inclination among underwriters was to 
increase rates, in which course the Company would give them 
cordial support. The report and accounts were then passed, and 
in nee pe of the resignation of Mr. W. H. Aretz, Mr. ‘a 
Maitland was elected a member of the board of directors. The 
accounts of the 1869-71 company were closed, outstanding liabili- 
ties being re-insured in the new company for Tls. 8,923. 

The Woosung Bar is 'forming now not only an obstruction to 
the larger class of vessels, but to the lighter draught paddle- 
steamers of the P.M.S. and Yangtsze lines, The Costa Rica got 
aground in crossing, and after being detained a tide, was got off 
with the assistance of a couple of tugboats. The Hupeh is also 
reported to have stuck the same day. The French mail steamer 
Petho was detained about twenty-four hours. 

We hear that it has been decided to build a first order light 
on Ockseu. All the materials are ready, and a quantity have 
been already shipped to Foochow. Mr. Henderson has gone 
down in the Dragon, and will shortly start the actual building. 
We hear also that the difficulty which has been found in buying 
a site for a north lighthouse on the Shantung promontory has 
been overcome. Money has settled the question with the owners 
who demurred to sell their mow of rock. 

The game of chess between Chefoo and Shanghai, the opening 
of which we recorded some eighteen months ago, has been at 
length brought to a conclusion by the Shanghai players resign- 
ing in favour of their Cheefoo opponents. We can only say that 
the result is not very creditable to Shanghai. 

The Yacht Club had arranged to make the first cruise of the 
season this week, but it fell through, owing to the absence of 
wind. It would have resolved itself merely into a drift up on 
the flood, and a drift down with the ebb. 

The United States war-ship Harford has left here for Nan- 
king and river ports ; and the Yandie will leave soon for Hong 
Kong, Manila, and a cruise in the Sulu Sea. 

Our Hankow correspondent writes :—There is nothing very 
startling to report since my last. The students from Wuchang 
are paying us visits, and behaving themselves well ; of course 
there is a good deal of staring at the barbarians. A cricket 
match last week afforded an opportunity for a day’s outing ; 
there was, however, a good deal more fun than skill. A picnic 
to the bungalow on the hill has given us another opportunity of 
enjoying ourselves, in which several ladies shared. A rifle com- 
petition is another event ; the weather turned out very bad, and 
the shooting had to be postponed till next day, but without any 
peter luck. The Mosquito has arrived, and the Ringdove has 

eft. 

Our Newchwang correspondent writes on the 7th Oct. :—The ~ 
only news is that Mr. Man has arrived to take up the post of 
Commissioner, which Mr. Taintor vacates. The latter starts to- 
morrow for a trip to the Corean gate, and goes down to Shang- 
hai on his return. I may add that his plucky resistance to the 
brigands lately up-country has gained him equal /wdos from the 
Chinese and foreign authorities. Iam in hopes we may have a 
gunboat after all, but we know nothing certain. The country is 
drying up, and the demand for manufactures is improving, 
though it has still not been very brisk. 

We extract the following from the Shanghai Courier :— 

Mr. F. W. Mayers, Chinese secretary to H.M.’s legation, and 
Mr. B. Brenan, lately interpreter in the British Consulate, have 
left here for Kiukiang. Taking this in connection with the total 
stoppage of the import trade of that port, on account of the dis- 
regard of transit certificates by the Kuangse barrier officials, we 
should not be at all surprised if the visit of those gentlemen to 
Kiukiang was really a mission with the same object in view that 
Mr. Consul Medhurst jhad when he visited the Huai-kuan ber- 
rier in 1868. The magnificent results to the commerce of Chin- 
kiang which have flowed from that expedition of our worthy 
Consul have never, we venture to think, been pointed out to 
H.B.M.’s Government, and the moral has never been deduced for 
their benefit, that simple argument would never have effects 
what it did in that case had it not been backed up by material 
force. We have always traced the extraordinary development of 
the import trade to the use of import transit passes, and these 
would never have come to be respected in the way they are at 
present had not Mr. Medhurst read the barriers a lesson that he 
and the Government he served would not stand the Treaty trat- 
sit clauses peng tampered with in the slightest degree.

Mr. George Pauncefort, by desire, and under the patronage of 
the Foreigh Consuls, has given a farewell reading in the Asiatic 
Society’s Lecture Room. As illustrative of the characters of 
Dickens, whose humour he most frequently delineates in his 
readings, Mr. Pauncefort chose for his subject “The Christmas 
Carol” and “Boots at the Holly Tree Inn.” 

The Chinese teacher, Liu, well-known to many of our younger 
sinologues, of the official section especially, has, we hear, been 
engaged to proceed to Paris to draw up and classify a cutulogue 
ratsonneé of the Chinese books and MSS. in the hbrary of the 
University of Paris. The salary, regarded from the point of 
view of a Chinese teacher, must be pronounced a liberal one— 
Tis. 60 per month, with all travelling and table expenses paid. 

The cricket match, the Mih-ho-loongs v. the Club, postponed 
from the 11th, was commenced on Oct. 12th. In the first innings 
the Mihos scored sixty-one, to which Souper contributed twenty- 
two ; while the Crickets “ totted” 177, of which Clifford stood for 
seventy-one, Turnbull standing next with twenty-one.

FOOCHOW. 

In the Foochow Herald of Oct. 16 a writer, evidently well 
uainted with the subject, treats briefly but effectively of 
Lekim taxes in general, and of their effect upon the ps of 
Foochow in particular. Quoting the well-known twenty-eight 
articles of the Treaty, and number seven of the Trade Rules 
appended to that instrument, he points out that the Lekim taxes, 
which are those which press most heavily on foreign trade, were 
originally quite exceptional, and were intended as a temporary 
financial measure to meet the exigencies of the war and the 
Taiping rebellion, but that there is no justification for continuing 
them at the present time ; and the smallness of the import trade 

Foochow is pointed to as the result of the near-sighted policy 
poet by the Chinese of burdening trade with taxes which are 

‘ar larger than it can bear. The cause of this unlucky state of 
things is accurately pointed out. “The truth is, the Mandarins 
connected with the levying of these taxes, as a class, are venal and 
untrustworthy. Underpaid by the Government they serve, they 
endeavour to make good the short-comings of the central 
authority by a system of the most unscrupulous and unblushing 
plunder. 

A foreign resident in ing through the adjacent village of 
Ko-wu was attacked by the villagers: who threw stones and mud 
at him, and likewise molested his chair coolies ; on inquiry being 
made, it was ascertained that the white garments of the gentle- 
man in question were objected to by the over sensitive and fes- 
tive natives, on the ground of being too strongly suggestive of a 
heavy heart. We understand that H.B.M.’s Consul has repre- 
sented the matter to the authorities, and we trust that the ring- 
leaders in the affray will be taught to respect the persons of 
foreigners in future. : 





HONG KONG.

The French mail from London Sept, 12 arrived out on the 
23rd Oct. The following items of news are from the Daily

some feelings of Lean at the present time, chiefly on account of 
the sympathy which is naturally felt by all for a well-known 

ublic gentleman, who has just sustained a very sad bereavement, 

re is one reason, however, why there need be little hesitation 
in noticing the circumstance of Mr. Ball’s return, and that is, that 
we believe we may. say without hesitation that there has never 
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been anything but a kindly feeling among the public towards him 
personally. There have been grounds, and on many occasions very 


serious grounds, for difference with the learned Judge upon 
public matters ; but we should do wrong to the community to 
omit it to be imagined that they have not felt for him per- 
nally the respect due to a gentleman who has for many years 
worked hardly and conscientiously in the public service. Indeed, 
at the present time, we judge from remarks that are made in 
some directions that there is a danger of this personal sympathy 
carrying the public mind a little too far, and causing dbiections 
to be raised to the rapid introduction of the new code of laws 
and the recent appointments which have been made by the Go- 
vernor. Under ordinary circumstances there would undoubtedl 
be good grounds for this view of the subject. The action whi 
has been taken is undoubtedly very unusual, and would, but for 
exceptional considerations, be open to objection. 
~ Our attention has been called to the fact that the steamer 
Tartar left London on the 6th October, and not the 20th Sep- 
tember, as stated in some of the papers ; and she passed Port 
Said on the 18th inst. 

The French corvette Cosmao arrived from Yokohama, and on 
entering the harbour saluted the flag, the salute being returned 
by H.M.S. Princess Charlotte, and by the garrison battery. 

An unfortunate accident happened at the Canton , in 
consequence of the impossibility of restraining the eagerness of 
Chinese to rush on board the Canton steamer on her arrival. 
Yesterday the usual dash was made for her as she neared the 
wharf, and notwithstanding the efforts of the Sikh constable, 
some of the coolies got past him, and one of them, in endeavour- 
ing to leap on board the steamer before she was fairly alongside, 
missed his footing, and immediately sank. The police were 
dragging for the body to a late hour last night. 

The cricket match between the bankers and brokers and the 
H.K.C.C. is postponed till Monday, the 27th October. 

HE. the Governor of Macao and suite arrived here, with the 
object of proceeding in the French mail steamer to Shanghai, 
whence they will go to Japan on a diplomatic mission. 

H.E. Mr. Wade has left for Foochow in the steamer Hailoong, 
and as he stepped on board a salute was fired in his honour.

Having read in the journals of Hong Kong, the Dazly Press, 
the China Mail, and the Hong Kong Times, some anonymous 
articles on the seizure of the German barques Marie Louise and 
Gazelle, which contain certain inaccuracies, I think it right to 
make some corrections, which will doubtless be acceptable to 

ur readers, in the interests of truth, and to throw further 
light upon the matter.

The treaty of April 30th, 1851, ought to be known to all, and 
in that treaty the right of Spain to Sooloo is fully recognised, 
while the notification which was made to all nations to the effect 
that vessels desiring to trade with these islands must clear from 
‘one of the four Custom-houses established in Manila, Sual, To 
No, and Zamboanga, must be equally well known. All this is 
perfectly clear and admitted. Consequently, I will not enlarge 
further upon it, and will proceed to the matter in hand, and 
make the necessary corrections by establishing the following 
points :— 

I. That the German brig Marie Louise was captured on account of 
her having been found at anchor on the coast of Soolvo, and conse- 
quently a very little distance off the land. uo 

If. That the brig Gazelle, also of German nationality, was likewise 
captured at the distance of four to five miles from the coast, according 
to the account of her captain himself. ; 

III. That these two vessels were loaded with arms and other “mu- 
nitions of war. 

TV. That the German Consul was present at the enquiry into the 
matter ; had received official information of the affair, and heard the 
declarations of his nationals before the tribunal. 

_V. That the tribunal which adjudged the capture of the vessel was 
that established from the earliest days of leg’slation in Spain, and which 
is in strict conformity with tribunals for the same purposes in other 
countries. 

VI. That the Marie Louise was not only found anchored off the 
coast of Sooloo, but had even before anchoring already discharged a 
portion of her cargo on the coast of La Paragua, thereby violating all 
the laws of contraband. 

VII. That the captain of the Marie Louise remained on board, and 
that the people who made off from the ship were Mr. Field, the super- 
cargo, and the second mate. 

VIII. That the above-named captain and the German Consul (but at 
no time the English Consul, who was an entire stranger to tho matter) 
presented the protest customary in these cases, which, joined with the 
minutes of the matter, has been forwarded, through the local authori- 
ties, to the Home Government, who will give a final decision according 
to Spanish law. 

I may add to the above statements that the Gazelle will be liberated 
without delay, but the cargo will, it is said, be confiscated.

foreign hands, Cottons: The leading feature has been the riso of Grey 
Shirtings, which still extends, and would appear not likely to stop for 
some time, ‘since stocks are everywhere very low, ‘and importers 
better on their guard than has been the case for years. The feeling for 
Velvets is good, though not at all reassuring ; advices from Yokohama 
report a lull, with still very heavy stocks, which of course reacts, while 
stocks here remain much above the wants of natives for some time yet.

SINGAPORE. 

Our advices from this port extend to the 2nd Nov. ; the French 
mail from London Sept. 26 arrived out on the 27th October, 
and the following P. and O. mail of Oct. 3 on the 2nd Nov, 
The following items are from the Singapore Daily Times :— 

The Governor of the Straits Settlements, Major-General Sir 
Harry St. George Ord, C.B., takes farewell of this Colony, and, 
as the event of the week, as well as the end of our first instal. 
ment of coionial rule, his departure calls for notice on our part 
in the way of comment and criticism. When his Excellency took 
his departure on leave in the beginning of 1871, we felt it our 
duty to give plain expression to what we belicved to be public 
opinion with regard to his administration of affairs since his 
arrival and assumption of office on April Ist, 1867. To what 
we then wrote we ea little to add and nothing to modify. We 
ventured upon an expression of hope then that his Excel lency’s 
visit to Europe would result, after calm reflection, in some change 
in his views as to his conduct of affairs here, his opinions as to 
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Business had been brisk, and fine Teas were being taken at very full 
rates ; but the common and medium Teas of the Autumn crop were 
of very poor quality, and were being held for excessive prices, Re- 
ceipts of Amoy Oolongs to date are 127,935 half-chests, settlementa, 
101,293 ; leaving a stock of 26,642 half-chests. Current quotations 
for Amoy Oolongs :—Common Cargo, $16 to 17 per picul; Fair, $18 
to 19; Good, $21 to 22; Superior, $24 to 25; Fine, $30 to 32 ; Finest 
and Choice, nominal. The John C. Munro was still loading for New 
York at £3 per ton, and was the only vessel on the berth. 
Canton.—Market without alteration. 


SILK. 

Yorouama.—During the first week of the fortnight business had 
continued on a moderate scale at previous rates, but the week precedin 
the close had been characterised by a much more active demand, an 
arrivals having been ona small scale, prices had risen considerably. 
Settlemens amounted to about 1,100 bales, and the stock had become 
very low and was badly assorted, good and fine silk was scarce, and was 
being held for an advance. Silkworms Eggs: Total arrivals about 
820,000 cards, and settlements 530,000 cards, against one million last 
year. Quotations—Joshu, $2.50 to 3.50; Bushu, $2.40 to 2.80 ; Sin- 
shu, $2.50 to 3.25 ; Oshu, $2.50 to 3.50 ; Koshu, $1.80 to 2.10; other 
sorts, $1.10 to 2. The Japanese were asking $3.75 to 4 for extra Oshu. 

SHaNGHaI.—The activity which commenced in the previous week had 
continued, and in all Tsatlees below good fourth prices showed an ad- 
vance of nearly Tls. 80 per picul from the lowest point, while the 
higher grades of Tsatlees and other descriptions of Silks had risen in 
value Ts. 15 to 20 per picul. Tho additional settlements, which aggre- 
gated 2,700 bales, included a fair proportion of Kahings and other 
Taysaams, as well as Rereels. ‘Golden Lion” chop had been taken at 
Tis. 4324, “Dancing Bear” at Tls. 415, “Kakee" (King Chang) at 
Tis, 4074, “Blue Elephant” at Tls. 395, and “Red Peacock” at Tla. 390. 
Total settlements to date amounted to 35,300 bales, against 38,500 bales 
last season. It was reported from the country that prices were tending 
upwards ; but the market was quiet at the close, and in some instances 
holders appeared inclined to accept some reduction on recent figures. 

Canton.—Since the English mail little or no change had taken place 
in the market ; prices were maintained, and a moderate business had 


found ready sellers, The sales of all kinds of Cloth and Shoddy Goods 
leave losses in almost all instances ; the receipts, however, being unpre- 
cedentedly large, there is little scope between selling now and holding 
over. Nailrod Iron is still in request, with small supplies. 

SHancHat.—Manufactured Good : sThere had been rather more ac- 
tivity in the market for Grey Shirtings, and 7 and 8.4 lb. descriptions 
had been readily saleable at rather higher rates. In White Shirtings 
but little further business had been done, owing to the firmness of 
holders. For T-Cloths, Drills, Jeans, and Sheetings the enquiry had 
continued on the previous amall scale, without material change in rates. 
Of American Drills, 1,030 pieces, sea-damaged, had been sold by auction 
at Ts, 3.2.0 to Tls. 3.2.64 per piece. In {Fancy Cottons and Woollens 
moderate transactions had continued at previous prices. 

Foocnow.—No sales reported. 

Hoxe Kona.—Values of Piece Goods were generally unchanged, and 
Drills continued quiet at low mites. Quicksilver was again dearer, and 
was held for $147 to 150 per picul. The stocks of Flour were in strong 
hands, and fresh parcels were held for dearer figures. The Rice market 
was quiet and weak. Ginseng was saleable at about former prices. 
Values of Coals were well maintained. 

Maniia.—Values of Plain Staples had been firmly maintained by Im- 
porters, and an advance in the prices of Coloured and Fancy Gouds 
was generally insisted on.

THE ADULTERATION OF TEA.—CONFERENCE OF WHOLE- 
SALE DEALERS. 

On the 26th ult. a meeting of members of the whulesale tea trade 
was held at the premises of Messrs, Harrison and Crossfield, Great 
Tower-street, for the purpose of taking into consideration Mr. Glad- 
stone's reply to the resolution with reference to the examination of ten 
in bond, which was passed at the recent grocers’ mecting, and the 
adoption of measures in furtherance of that object. The chair was 
occupied by Mr. Harrison, and the mecting was considered a highly 
representative one, as it consisted for the most part of members of 
large wholesale firms in the trade, together with some representatives 
of the retail trade. The Chairman brietly explained the object of the 
meeting, and said the National Chamber vf Trade, which had initiated 
the agitation, had received a reply from Mr. Gladstone, to the effect 
that the Government felt a difficulty in making a public officer re- 
sponsible fur the inspection of tea in bond. They had now, therefore, 
to consider what means could be taken to ensure the object they had 
in view, viz., to get either an amendment or repeal of the Adulteration 
Act, which, they must confess, pressed unjustly alike upon retail 
dealer, wholesale dealer, and importer. The greatest injustice was ap- 
parent when a retail dealer, having bought an article in all good faith, 
believing it to be pure and selling it as such, was fined by the Govern- 
ment which had previously accepted 6d. per pound as customs duty for 
the same article. One thing was certain—they ought to go to the 
fountain head at once, and insist upon the inspection cf tea as soon as 
it arrived in this country. Mr. F. Morrison then read the resolutions 
passed at the recent meeting of grocers at Exeter-hall, and Mr. Glad- 
stone's reply thereto, which was to the effect that the Government felt 
a difficulty in making a public officer responsible for the inspection of 
tea in bond. 

Mr. Hillhouse did not see that any immediate action could be taken. 
He thought that the Act was a public grievance, of which everyone, 
wholesale or retail, had a right to complain. If the dealer had been 
guilty of adulteration himself, if he had even changed the colour of 
the tea he sold from black to green or green to black, he (the speaker) 
would be the last to shelter him from punishment ; but when it had 
passed the Customs, and the dealer, after buying it in good faith, had 
been fined for selling it as he bought it, then he believed a serious in- 
justice was perpetrated. It was well known that the adulteration lay 
wholly with the Chinese, and until that was stopped tea would never 
be pure. They would never be able to do anything in the matter 
while the Adulteration Act existed, and he thought the mecting was 
too large to discuss it with advantage, so that the best thing to be done 
was to appoint a committee to consider the matter, and to take steps 
thereon. Mr. Dummett said it was very evident from tho letter of 
Mr. Gladstone that he thought the evil would cure itself, and that the 
dealers should not buy tea which was adulterated ; but his own im- 
pression was that if an influential deputation was appointed, and the 
matter argued with the Premier, his opinions might be altered and pro- 
tection procured. Mr. Wilson supported the last speaker's views, and 
said the Premier was a liberal man, and they had no reason to doubt 
his disposition to help them. Mr. Holborn moved, “ That the trade 
admit the difficulty stated by Mr. Gladstone, and apply to him to have 
it met, not at the end, but at the beginning, by Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment and by the sanitary inspector justifying the taking money upon 
the article.” A long discussion followed, and another proposition was 
made to the effect that the country be agitated for the repeal of the 
Act, 

Mr. Samuel Edwards said he had been in communication with a great 
many tea importers, and they were almost all in favourof taking action 
with the wholesale and retail dealers at once in the matter. He then 
proposed a resolution which provided, in etfect, that certain packages of 
tea should be selected and analysed by an inspecting officer, and if any 
were found bad the Government should have the power of destroying 
it. Mr. Holborn moved a resolution sowewhat similar, declaring that 
Mr. Gladstone's reply to the memorial of the trade through the Cham- 
ber of Trade was neither in harmony nor consistency with the circum- 
stances and modes of operation; and that the meeting felt mocked 
when told that “ Her Majesty's advisers see much difficulty” in doing 
the very thing which Her Majesty’s representative on the Bench at 
Liverpool says every little grocer must necessarily do. Mr. Debac, 
vice-chairman of the Grocers’ Association, said the very best thing to 
do was to appuint a deputation, obtain the services of some members 
of Parliament who were interested in the trade, and endeavour to 
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change Mr. Gladstone's opinion, which he certainly believed could be 
done without much difficulty. He asked whether an Order in Council, 
if obtained, would stay the prosecutions now proceeding. Mr. Moore, 
of the Court of Common Council, answered in the negative. The 
magistrates, having the law before them, could do nothing but enforce 
it. Mr. Pigott supported Mr. Debac's proposition, and was of opinion 
that if the trade themselves impressed upon the Chinese importers 
that no adulterated tea would be bought adulteration would cease im- 
mediately. 

The proposition was then put to the meeting in the form of a sub- 
stantive resolution :—“ That a committee be appointed to co-operate 
with the committee of the National Chamber of Trade to organise a 
deputation to Mr. Gladstone on the subject.” This was adopted, and 
the following gentlemen appointed :—Messrs. Dummett, Smith, Harri- 
son, Salmon, Staines, Edwards, Travers, Holborn, Winch, Peek, Hill- 
pauses Debac, Abbiss, Moore, Curtis, Hanson, Pepler, Gibbs, and

ae of thanks was given to the chairman, and the meeting termi- 
nated.

P. ann O. Company’s SERVICE.—The Gwalior, with the mails from 
Hong Kong of Oct. 30, will bring her cargo direct through the Suez 
Canal to Southampton, as also the Zambesi, with the mails of Nov. 14. 
The Indus left the Victoria (London) Docks on the 29th Nov. with a 
general cargo for India, China, &c., and will complete her loading at 
Southampton, leaving that port on the 4th, passing through the Suez 
Canal. The Malwa has gone into dry-duck at the Thames Iron Works, 
and will afterwards load, leaving Southampton on the 11th. The Cathay, 
which arrived at Southampton on the 80th, comes up to the Victona 
Docks to load, and will leave Southampton on the 18th. The Tanjore, 
is still in the Victoria Docks. 

Tur steamer J'ennasscrim has sailed from the Clyde for Rangoon, via 
Suez Canal. Among the passengers are fifteen persons engaged in mis- 
sionary enterprise, seven of whom will procecd to Japan, seven to Siam, 
while the fifteenth is the wife of Dr. Binney, of the Baptist College, 
Rangoon. The Japan contingent is sent out by the American Board of 
Baptist Missions, while those for Siam are from the United Churches of 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and Prince Edward's Island. The whole 
company consists of five married-couples, fuur single ladies, and Mrs. 
Binney. Twoof the Siam missionaries are lady medicals. The London 
Missionary Society will despatch a gentleman, Mr. Edge, to Hong Kong 
during the present month. 


THE master of the Dutch East India ship Aanagara, that put in at 
Plymouth last week disabled, through having been run into by the Liver- 
pool steamer Rydal Hall, has published a reply to the statement of the 
steamer, that he remained to assist the Aunagawa, but he could not 
find her after the accident. ‘The captain of the ship says that he lay to 
until daylight at the spot where the accident occurred, and exhibited, 
in addition to his ordinary, several extra lights of considerable brilliancy 
while he was engaged in ascertaining the extent of damave and clearing 
the wreck. The Aydal //all went directly on her course, her masthead 
light gradually disappearing in the distance. 

THE China tea clipper Norman Court, Capt. Shewan, arrived in the 
East India Docks on the 29th ult., with a full cargo from Foochow, 
which port she left on the 5th Auy., and experienced much calm wea- 
ther. We regret to hear that the father of the present commander, 
well known in the China trade, is nut expected to live, 
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WE give the report of a meeting held by the tea dealers 
to consider the best mode of action to be adopted in re- 
ference to the Adulteration Act. Its repeal was advocated 
by some, but this we consider to be a very injudicious 
course, and not likely to be adopted by Government. The 
Act, had it been properly administered, was most useful 
and necessary, and its repeal would open the door again to 
the import of the spurious rubbish of which the public and 
all honest dealers have complained. The matter is written 
on by so many ignorant persons that the real question at 
issue is smothered. Well-informed persons know that 
made up imitation gunpowder and other teas, dates fifty 
years back, and is quite distinct from Maloo mixtures or 
iron filings. Teas, like all other articles, have been imitated 
and fixed up in order to satisfy “the cry of cheapness,” 
which first set in about 1840. The general run of prices 
by our retail dealers is now as much too low as it was too 
high a few years back. Publicans and a!l classes of shop- 
keepers now compete for the sale of tea. Exporters in China 
had better not rely on the repeal of the Act, and in future 
confine all shipments to the pure leaf, not faced or otherwise 
got up by artificial means, and follow the course adopted 
by Messrs. ADAMSON, BEIt. and Co., Foochow, in exposing 
the fraud attempted on them by the Teamen. This will 
soon bring the trade to a healthy state. 


WE are informed that the English Colonial collections 
at the Vienna Exhibition have been disposed of as fol- 
lows :—The Mauritius collection has been presented to Dr. 
Hocustetr, and by him transferred to the High School 
of Geology, Vienna. Ceylon, the Government portion, has 
been presented to the Polytechnic Institute, Vienna; the 
coffee and spice samples to the Minister of Agriculture ; as 
also the raw produce specimens from West Africa. The 
Australian, New Zealand, Cape, and unsold portions of 
the Indian collections will be deposited in the Colonial 
annexe of the South Kensington Museum. We understand 
that Mr. WILLIAM Ropinson, the Commissioner for the 
Colonies, has prepared an exhaustive report on the col- 
lections, which will be published shortly. The collection 
of raw silk made by Messrs. ARNHOLD KARBERG, of Canton, 
and included in the Canton Customs’ section, has been pre- 
sented by Mr. A. C. LEVYSOHN, to the Austrian National 
Museum. The collection of Mr. HERBERT DENT, of Messrs, 
Brrtry and Co., Canton, has also been presented in Mr. 
DENT’s name to the National Museum, by the Customs’ 
Commission. The looms, materials, and musters of Canton 
matting which were exhibited in the Customs’ section by 
Mr. T. B. CunnincHaMm, of Messrs. RUSSELL, and Co., 
Canton, have also been presented, in that gentleman’s name, 
to the same museum. 


In the Pall Mall Gazette of the 25th ult. it is stated that 
the answer of the Tsung-li-Yamun at Peking as to the 
proposed present to the Emperor of a short line of rail, 
carriages, &c., is in substance as follows :—“ China not 
“having yet introduced a railway system, the Emperor 
“ could not receive such presents as the committee propose 
“ to offer, and therefore the presents are to be declined in 
“ advance, to obviate the unpleasantness that might arise 
“ upon their being rejected on arrival.” We are happy to 
inform our readers that no such decision has been arrived 
at. The Pall Malls humorous articles on matters which 
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crop up at Police-courts are very acceptable, but when it 
touches on more serious matters the productions have g 
totally different result. To jump to conclusions, and state 
them as facts, is what our contemporary often indulges in. 


THE Suez Canal Tonnage Commission have held another 
meeting at Constantinople, at whieh the commissioners dis- 
cussed a motion of Colonel Sroxss, declaring the system 
of levying dues practised by the Suez Canal Company since 
1872 to be illegal. The delegates appeared to approve 
of this proposal, but deferred voting on it until the next 
meeting, in the hope that some understanding might be 
arrived at in the meantime, by which the attendance of the 
French era wie might be secured. SALIH Pacuwa, technical 
delegate of the Turkish Government, expressed his opinion 
that the Moorson system of measurement corresponded to 
the deductions from the available tonnage capacity agreed 
upon by the Commission. He concluded, therefore, that 
the Turkish Government were correct in recommending 
the adoption of the net tonnage obtained by the Moorson 
system. 


THE P. and O. Company’s time-table for 1874 has not 
yet been published, but we understand that the service 
with India, China, Japan, and Australia will remain the 
same, as far as the route via Brindisi is concerned, but that 
via Southampton may be changed in respect to the transit 
through Egypt. Negotiations are now pending for their 
conveyance through the Suez Canal. In this event the 
company’s vessels on the Southampton route will call at 
Port Said in lieu of Alexandria. A deputation of the 
directors waited on the Secretary of the Treasury last Friday 
to discuss this subject, and we trust Mr. Dopson will be 
able to arrange the matter, which is of great public service. 
The service of the Messageries Maritimes for 1874 will be 
conducted as at present. The Time Table has not yet 
been issued. 


THE seizure of two German vessels for trading at Sooloo 
has drawn attention to the Treaties made with the Sultan, 
and as they are but imperfectly known, we publish them 
for the benefit of those concerned in the trade. It appears 
quite clear that trade with Sooloo under a foreign flag has 
been, and is still, prohibited by the Spanish Government. 
The Treaty made on behalf of the British Government in 
1849 has never been promulgated, and consequently we 
have no Treaty relations with Sooloo. The German Go- 
vernment has, we understand, demanded explanations for 
the seizure from the Spanish Government at Madrid. 


In our last issue we announced the dividend of the 
P. and O. Company to be declared at the meeting to be 
held on the 5th inst. {We now give the directors’ re- 
port, which will be presented on that occasion. It will be 
seen that the directors have decided on opening an office 
at the West End, for the convenience of passengers, pat- 
cels, &c., in that quarter. 


WE understand that further Orders and Decorations are 
to be bestowed upon Commissioners in China who have 
distinguished themselves in making their collections for the 
Vienna Exhibition. Mr. BowrA and Mr. DETRING, we are 
informed, have been elected Honorary Fellows of the Im- 
perial Geographical Society of Austria. 


In addition to the German war-vessels Meteor and 
Arcona, which lately sailed for the China station, our 
Hamburg Correspondent’s letter advises that an armour- 
frigate and two corvettes will be shortly despatched for 
that station. 


WE are glad to inform the Japanese and other creditors 
of the estate of BowLES BROTHERS that negotiations have 
been opened on behalf of Mr. APPLETON, of New York, 
for the liquidation of the whole of the liabilities. 


Mr. DicBy Dent has, we hear, been appointed Super- 
intendent of Convict establishments of the Straits Settle- 
ments, Mr. DENT retired on half-pay from the Royal 
Marines in 1865. 


AT the last meeting of the Geographical Society the Pre- 
sident announced with great satisfaction the establishment 
by Mr. Harr of a system of meteorological observations 
along the coast of China.

SIAM—THE CHIENGMAI CASE—FAILURE OF 
THE RICE HARVEST. 

By the last advices from Bangkok we received informa- 
tion that the Siamese authorities have now paid the final 
instalment of the moneys awarded to the British Birmese 
teak foresters, whose claims against the chief of Chiengmai 
were adjudicated in January by My. W. H. Reap, of Singa- 
pore, and two other arbitrators. It is also stated that a 
Siamese Embassy will shortly be despatched to Calcutta to 
endeavour to put the future relations between Chiengmai 
and British Birma on a footing more satisfactory than 
that which has hitherto prevailed. The importance which 
the Government of Siam attaches to a final settlement of this 
vexed question may be gathered from the further announce- 
ment that they have selected the Chief Judge of the In- 
ternational Court at Bangkok to head the mission. 


the Siamese and their tributary, the chief of Chiengmai

from a real lack of argumentative power, they have never ' 
known how to make the best of their own case.

action of MING Suuet GAN v. the Chief of Chiengmai, 
which it took years to settle, and which involved an expen- 
diture of many lakhs of rupecs, may be said to have been 
the beginning of sorrows, and the support given by the 
British Consular authorities to the plaintiff in that suit has 
led the Siamese Government to mistrust the judgment of 
the British Consul at Bangkok, so far as Birmese teak 
foresters are concerned, from that day to this. Hence their 


resolution to apply to our Indian Government for an ad- | 


justment of the question. We hardly think, however, that 
they are really likely to get more out of the Calcutta 
Administration than could be obtained through our 
Foreign-office at home; perhaps the appointment of a 


British Resident at Chiengmai may be the result of the: 


negotiation. These Birmese native foresters are often men 
of doubtful character, and their complaints, for want of 
evidence, are difficult to disprove. We doubt whether it 
has ever been shown that the chief of Chiengmai has acted 


in bad faith, but he is autocratic within the limits of his! 


own territory. He is tributary to the Siamese, and ac- 
knowledges their supremacy in the gencral control of his 
affairs. But these teak forests are the hereditary property 
of the reigning family, and it is out of the dues for cutting 
timber there that much of the Chief’s revenue is obtained. 
Hence he will readily give an applicant permission to fell 
teak in his forests, but no such motive as monopoly grants 
in severalty for terms of years ever entered his head. If 
the dues remain unpaid he retains his right to resume the 
licence to cut, and there is no limit to the number of such 
licences which he may issue except the number of persons 
who apply for them. 

The rice crop in Siam, as we learn, is likely to be a 
failure. There, as in parts of India, extensive droughts 
have prevailed, and the Government has thought fit to for- 
bid the exportation of rice, as happened in 1865. We re- 
ceive this intelligence with a good deal of regret. Want 
of statistics must render it impossible for the Siamese Su- 
preme Council to really know how great the existing sup- 
plies of rice in the hands of private owners may be, and 
the moment notice has been given to the merchants in 
Bangkok of the intended prohibition—as provided for in 
the Treaty—all those natives who have stocks of paddy in 
their barns will make a point of keeping it back, which is 
precisely the reverse of the object sought ; and they will 
stick to their hoards, and retain them undisposed of until 
the high famine prices show symptoms of a decline, and 
then they will sell. Hence the aim of the Government in 
issuing the prohibition is not realised, ana at one same time 
they involve themselves indirectly in a good deal of loss. 
For example, their export duty of three per cent. at once 
shows a diminution, and the general trade of the port re- 
ceives a most disastrous blow. The losses on the ships sent 
down under charter from China to load rice at Bangkok in 
1865, before news of the prohibition could be conveyed, 
were enormous, and have made the place stink in the 
nostrils of many a great house in Hong Kong and 
Shanghai from that day to this The steam rice-mills, 
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We 
have on a former occasion expressed our view that both 








too, are forced to close, and besides the damage which this 
inflicts upon the proprietors, numbers of natives are thrown 
out of work in a time of famine, when they most need 
employment. What the rulers of Siam ought really to do 
if they wish to protect their people from the calamity of a 
famine, and yet to maintain the commerce of their metro- 
polis and the flow of revenue into the Imperial treasuries, 
is to improve the inland communications by cutting roads 
and canals, and to encourage and stimulate works of 
irrigation. At Korat, a populous inland capital, the inha- 
bitants died of starvation in numbers during 1865, and 
rice, commonly sold there for 73d. a bucket, was then 
fetching upwards of 10s. The poorer classes emigrated in 
shoals. The poultry and the buffaloes were all consumed, 
and “every herb and every creeping thing after its kind” 
was turned to account. The fact is there is no means of 
getting goods to Korat except in panniers on the backs of 
oxen. The main road consists of a narrow track through 
a dense forest for upwards of fifty miles, with here and 
there a ridge of rock, which makes carriage-traffic at pre- 
sent impossible. Yet a few tons of blasting powder and a 
month’s engineering skill would clear every obstruction 
from the road, and bring the whole of a rich, fertile, and 
populous province within easy reach of the capital. 


THE SAIGON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

In an address recently delivered before the Saigon 
Chamber of Commerce the, President of that Association 
supplies a startling exposition of the state of French 
trade in this colony. He also investigates the causes 
which have brought the prospects of his fellow-mer- 
chants there to the present disappointing posture, and 
indicates the remedies which, in his own opinion, will 
restore prosperity to France in Cochin-China. The ad- 
dress deserves praise for its unshrinking frankness, and 
it has been read, we are confident, by the mercantile 
world with universal interest and attention ; but its tone 
is by no means hopeful, and we can scarcely believe that 
M. DiEerx, when he penned it, entertained any real confi- 
dence in the ultimate success of French colonisation in that 
quarter. But while we thus give credit to M. Dierx for 
the ability with which he handled his subject, man 
things, as it appears to us, have been left unsaid whic 
might with advantage be brought prominently to light, but 
which were omitted, partly, perhaps, for the sake of con- 
ciseness, and partly as weak spots which it would be un- 
dignified to disclose. M. Drerx rightly points out that 
Cochin-China produces very few articles of exportation for 
Europe, and consumes hardly any European goods. The 
people live happily, without wants; they are apathetic, 
and confine themselves to the culture of their rice. Rice, 
indeed, is—as we all know—the great staple of the 
country, but it has no real outlet besides China, and 
in China there are scarcely any French houses, and 
none engaged in the rice trade. Hence the business 
in rice at Saigon has been almost entirely engrossed by 
the Chinese; people “of whom it is impossible,” as the 
French confess, “to get clear,’—-while by the substitution 
of steamers for sailing vessels the little carrying trade 
which formerly fell to the share of France in those seas 
has now been wholly wrested from her. These points are 
all of them beyond dispute, and their importance has been 
admitted by M. DiERx, but several others which bear 
upon the subject have exercised, and will long continue to 
exercise, an important influence over the commercial pros- 
perity of Cochin-China. 

In the first place, the French have not yet been long 
enough established there to have obtained a really perma- 
nent footing in that country. There had been already a 
good deal of native misgovernment before their settlement 
was established at Saigon, and the appearance of the tri- 
colour of course unsettled matters more than before, and 
led for years to disturbances not yet wholly stamped out, 
but which interfere most disastrously with the commercial, 
industrial, and agricultural development of a timid and un- 
enterprising native population. Peace, security, and the cer- 
tainty of ready judicial protection areessentialto coax capital 
into a district, and to establish commercial credit there. 
Without capital,and without credit, thereis no branch of com- 
merce which could be fostered. We believe, too, that French 
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officials are commonly most careless in their demeanour to | China than are really necessary for the tranquillity of the 


natives of position, and for this reason they are hated as 
well as feared alike in Camboja and Cochin-China. The 
present generation in both these countries detest the 
French as their conquerors, and because they are personally 
over-bearing. And these also are circumstances which 
materially prejudice trade. Then, again, up to the period 
of the French occupation the Annamites were slave- 
holders. Effective and cheap labour is essential to every 
industrial enterprise, but in countries like Siam and Cochin- 
China, where by ancestral usage all the hard work has been 
universally handed over to slaves, scarcely any other la- 
bourers can beobtained. Emancipated slaves will not work, 
and free-born men will not hire themselves out, cheaply to 
perform regular tasks. It looks too much like slavery to 
them, and hence capitalists are really debarred from apply- 
ing their money to the opening up of productive under- 
takings. For this reason the want of a well-supplied la- 
bour market has blighted the commercial prospects of Siam, 
and the same is the case in Cochin-China. Labour in both 
countries is scarce, bad and dcar; European capital 
and skill are therefore little likely to be introduced till a 
remedy has been found for this state of thin, As we 
have on former occasions pointed out, it was the hope of 
drawing the wealth of the China trade down the Mekong 
to a French port which led to the colonisatian of Saigon. 
The conception was undoubtedly a grand one, and emi- 
nently characteristic of the Second Empire ; hastily con- 
ceived, it was hastily carried into execution, and in con- 
sequence a settlement has been formed at the cost of much 
blood and treasure, which it is now humiliating to abandon 
and yet unprofitable to retain. It would be idle to urge 
that because our own Empire in India, and that of the 
Dutch in Java and its dependencies, have proved financially 
successful, we ought to look for similar results in Cochin- 
China, The cases are different. 

The Dutch system is a vast monopoly relying on its 
coffee and spices, articles extensively consumed in Europe ; 
and, besides, it compels the natives by forced labour to 
make the soil yield up its wealth. Our own East India 
Company reaped its golden harvests because for many 
generations it was a monopoly too, and the provinces in 
our Eastern possessions which have really paid are those 
where superabundarice of population renders labour easy to 
procure. Moreover, the ancient Indian Communities are 
somewhat more civilised than the races in Cochin-China ; 
it was, therefore, easier to create wants among them, and 
by such means to stimulate native industry and foster our 
own import trade. Had the French been as long at Saigon 
as we have now been at Calcutta, they would probably be 
able to fuinish a more cheerful report of the commerce of 
their colony than that to which we have now drawn atten- 
tion. But it takes more than twelve years for a race of 
conquerors to convert an unsettled and idle Asiatic people 
into busy and profitable cultivators. What, then, are the 
steps to he taken to ameliorate this state of things? The 
French have established themselves in a country which it 
is costly to hold in subjection ; where hostile feelings still 
rankle ; and where ignorance and bad faith render capitalists 
mistrustful and commercial enterprises difficult to carry 
out ; where labour is bad, and population scanty ; where 
the inhabitants have no wants but those which they can 
themselves supply, and where there is no winter to stimulate 
them to industry, thrift, and care; where, finally, the culti- 
vation of rice is being rapidly developed, but developed for 
the benefit of the Chinese. 

We think that M. Drerx is quite right when he says 
that the true remedy for these evils is to introduce Chinese 
immigrants, and to abolish the impost which has hitherto 
been imposed upon them. Everything done to encourage 
auriculture will enrich the revenues of the colony. We 
believe that there is very little hope of attracting French 
capital to the country. The French are not colonists ; 
they cannot, like the Dutch or English, forsake their homes 
to settle permanently in the East. Moreover, they are all 
much impoverished by the results of the late war, and there 
is Algeria also nearer home, a more civilised territory, and 
also better suited for the growth of those products which 
Frenchmen know how to rear. Perhaps there is one point 
which the authorities at Saigon might do well to consider. 
Do they not now keep more troops established in Cochin- 
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station ? Costly military expenditure is a great hindrance 
to commercial success. Then, again, the French commu- 
nity at Saigon have caught the gambling fever from the 
natives around them. We are no believers in merchants 
who spend their leisure in gambling. Gambling strains the 
thought, wastes time and energy, and is, indeed, one of 
those social diseases which break out most rampantly in 
“ diggings,” and such like unsettled communities. It be- 
tokens a low stage of civilisation, and is a strong and dele- 
terious mental stimulant, which, like absinthe in hot 
countries, should be avoided. 

The President. concludes his address by advocating the 
occupation of Tonquin. This subject we dealt with a 
short time back, and we will not repeat ourselves here, but 
read under the light which the Songkoi expedition casts 
upon M. Dierx’s words, they would scem to have been 
written down with an official hand to guide his pen. One 
reason advanced in support of the annexation is because 
Saigon is unhealthy, and Frenchmen require a sanitarium. 
Then why not buy or hire a suitable strip of ground, and 
erect a few villas there? What need to annex a nation in 
order to construct a hospital on their shores? The real 
reason, however, is also disclosed. Tonquin “contains 
“rich productions, which would at once take route for 
“Europe.” It undoubtedly does. It contains gold and silver, 
and probably other valuable metals. These—provided only 
that labour can be cheaply obtained—might yield the French 
a profitable return if they were to seize and work them for 
themselves. 


THE CHINA COAST CABLE. 


The numerous fractures which occur to the Great Northern 
Company’s cable is nowsimply ludicrous. The public and the press 
are alike tired of the daily announcements that the “ Hong Kong 
and Shanghai cable is interrupted,” followed, in a day or two, 
with “cable repaired.” A cable of such uncertain action is 
worse than useless. The following extract from the Report of 
the Committee of the Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce for the 
half-year ending 30th June is of interest :— 

The repeated breakages that have occurred in the cables of the Great 
Northern Company, dating back to the opening of their line, and the 
serious inconveniences which have thereby becn entailed upon the mer- 
cantile interests, has brought the subject to the notice of the Com- 
mittee, and with the hope of future improvement in what has now 
become almost a necessity, letters have been addressed to Mr. J. W. 
Fuller, Manager of the Eastern Extension Australasia and China Tele- 
graph Company (Limited), and to the Board of Directors of the Great 
Northern Company. Facts would appear to abundantly prove that 
some radical defects exist somewhere, either in the faulty construction 
of the cable, or in its being badly laid, but from whatever cause these 
may arise, the Committee hope that the representations now made will 
lead to some measures being adopted by which the Telegraph Company 
will more securely protect its own interests and insure for its patrons 
a satisfactory and regular service.

Dear Sir,—The very frequent interruptions which have occurred to 
telegraphic communication between this and the north, and the very 
great inconvenience thereby caused to the various mercantile interests 
at the different ports, has caused the subject to be brought to the 
attention of this Chamber, and, after consideration, it has been deemed 
expedient to address the several companies interested, with the hope 
that some remedy may be effected. 

From the very establishment of the Great Northern line between 
this and Shanghai there has been a continued series of breakages to 
the cable, which have entirely suspended communication for days, 
weeks, and in several instances over a month has elapsed before it has 
been restored. On the line being completed to Japan, and finally to 
Amoy, the inconvenience has increased, and now that the Great 
Northern Company has secured a monopoly, under arrangements lately 
concluded with the company which you represent, there has been ap- 
parent indifference and delay in effecting repairs, where before, under 
the stimulus of competition for the Europe traffic, there was undoubted 
zeal and efficiency in repairing these defects. 

Complaints both loud and numerous of the inefficiency of this ser- 
vice are now of such frequent occurrence that the Committee of this 
Chamber feel that they cannot any longer disregard what has now be- 
come so important an element in the foreign trade of China. 

From whatever causes these interruptions may arise, whether from 
some inherent fault in the cable itself, or from the same not being pro- 
perly laid, the Committee content themselves with the fact that suffi- 
cient cause of complaint has been given to abundantly prove that 
something is radically wrong. 

With the hope, therefore, that you may be enabled to make such re- 
presentation to the directors of your company, who now have an in- 
terest in the efficiency of the service, as will lead to a speedy and

Gentlemen,—The repeated interruptions to the telegraphic service 
over your lines between this and the northern ports of China and 
Japan has caused the subject to be brought to the attention of this 
Chamber, and after careful consideration it has been resolved to address 
you on the subject, with the hope that some eflectual remedy may be 
adopted. 

_ From the very establishment of your line between this and Shanghai 
interruptions have been of very frequent occurrence, and as the service 
has been extended to Japan and Amoy, the inconvenience that has 
been caused to the mercantile interests of the various porta has been 
in some instances of a serious nature. 

This Chamber would beg to point out to your Board how injurious 
it is to the interests of your company to permit the present state of 
affairs to continue, for aside from the positive loss of revenue which 
results, the public lose all confidence and are thereby led to make use 
of this means of communication to a far less extent than would other- 
wise be the case. This is to be especially noted with regard to London 
messages, via Russia ; so far as this port is concerned almost the entire 
traffic now goes by way of Singapore and Madras as being not only 
more regular but more reliable. 

It does not come within the province of this Chamber to point out to 
your Board where the inefficiency exists ; they would merely press upon 
you how inconvenient to the mercantile community, and how detrimental 
to the interest of your company, are these frequent interruptions, and 
that if to prevent them it should be necessary to lay an entirely new 
cable, such a step would, in the opinion of the Chamber, ultimately 
benefit your company.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampura, Nov. 265. 

In the Report of the East Siberian Trading Company, of which I 
gave you summary of the contents in my last letter, I inadvertently 
omitted to mention that the company will begin gold-washing this 
winter in beds of rivers near the Silcha, on Askold Island, near Vladi- 
vostock, the experimental working having been attended with favour- 
able results. The possession of these auriferous beds has been granted 
to the company by the Russian Government. The prospects for the 
further development of the company have induced the directors to 
make use of the powers vested in them by virtue of paragraph 6 of 
the statutes for increasing their working capital by a further issue of 
shares. They, therefore, now give notice of the creation of five thou- 
sand new shares of one hundred thalers each, for which the present 
shareholders are entitled to take a number at par in proportion to their 
holdings. They are, therefore, invited to apply for them at the com- 
pany’s offices in this city, on or before the 13th of January next (New 
Year’s-day, according to the Russian calendar), on producing their 
shares, and giving proof of their having paid to the company’s bankers 
the full amount of the new shares claimed, and which will participate 
in the profits of the year 1874. The shares not so applied for will be 
sold at the price of the day for account of the company, whose total 
share capital will thus be raised to a million thalers, or £150,000. 

The Russian St. Petersburg Gazette announces that in the Second 
Department of the Emperor's Cabinet the question of a radical reform 
in the organisation of the courts of law in East and West Siberia is 
undergoing a lively discussion, with a view to do away with the present 
cumbrous and expensive machinery, that only tends to check and delay 
the course of justice. The original proposal that emanated from the 
Minister of Justice, and received the approbation of the Minister for 
Finance and the Governor-General of Siberia, has now been referred to 
a special commission to report on. One of the principal clauses relates 
to the simplification and better organisation of the present system of 
conducting legal examinations. 

A special meeting of the German Nautical Association was held last 
week at Bremen, to take into consideration the urgent question of the 
great scarcity of sailors now prevailing in all the seaport towns, and 
the difficulty of manning the merchant vessels of Germany. Dr. Rom- 
berg, a teacher of navigation, whilst fully admitting the scarcity of 
seamen, strenuously denicd that it was owing to any of the causes ge- 
nerally ascribed, such as the severity of the examinations, the com- 
pulsory service for three years in the Imperial Navy, the treatment of 
the men, and bad quality of the food. All that has been said on those 
subjects are either gross exaggerations or were brought forward by per- 
sons without any practical knowledge of the true cause of the scarvity. 
The real grounds, he contended, were to be sought for in the low wages 
paid, the average rate of which in Bremen vessels being now twenty- 
one thalers per month and double what it was twenty years ago— 
stood, nevertheless, in no proportion to the higher wages paid on land. 
He said he rejected as altogether inadmissible the proposal made in 
certain quarters to re-introduce the exploded system of compelling 
boys to embrace the nautical profession ; he recognised the expediency 
of the English system of training-ships, which he thought was worth 
taking into serious consideration ; but he felt fully persuaded that the 
only real and permanent remedy was an increase in the rates of pay. 
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It was not the Reichsrath or German Parliament that was recently 
opened at Berlin, as incorrectly stated by some of your contemporaries, 
but the Prussian Chambers, as mentioned in my last letter ; one of the 
principal subjects they will have to discuss during the course of the 
Session being the vexed question of compulsory civil marriages, the 
Bill for which is being drawn up, as the initiatory step will be taken 
by the Government. The comparative strength of the different parties 
in the two Chambers will be severely tested, as the measure will be 
supported by the adherents of the Government, and the Liberals and 
national-Liberal party, but strenuously opposed by the Conservatives, 
the Poles, and the Ultramontane enthusiasts. As for the Reichsrath, 
the general elections for the new Parliament have not yct taken place, 
nor is any date yet fixed, but it is expected to be in the beginning of 
January. 

Captain Werner, who commanded the ironclad German frigate 
Friedrich Carl, on the Spanish Coast, and was deprived of his com- 
mand on the alleged ground of exceeding his instructions by capturing 
some steamers of the Spanish insurgents off Carthagena last summer, 
has been suffering in health for some time in consequence of this unde- 
served treatment ; but he has now reported himself well, and under- 
taken the duties of his new office as Captain Superintendent of the 
Dockyard at Wilhelmshaven. It is still uncertain whether he will be 
tried by a court martial, for which he has applied—but the health of 
the Emperor has been so indifferent of late that the Admiralty have 
not been able as yet to bring the subject before him for his decision. 
Captain Werner has, however, quite recently had an opportunity of 
explaining and justifying his conduct in a long interview with the head 
of the Naval Department, which was so satisfactory that hopes are 
entertained that he will be induced to withdraw his application for 
leave to retire from the navy, and thus remain in the service in which 
he is so popular and generally respected. 

The Meteor and Arcona have left Wilhelmshaven, the former to re- 
main for two years on the China station, and the latter on a three years’ 
eruise round the world. It has further been decided by the Admiralty 
to send out a German squadron, consisting of an armour-plated frigate 
and two corvettes, with perhaps a gun-vessel or two, to China and Japan, 
where they will remain on the station for two years. Orders have been 
transmitted to Wilhelmshaven and Kiel to commence immediate pre- 
parations for fitting out and commissioning the ships selected—I have 
not yet been able to ascertain their names—so that they may be ready 
to take their departure in the early part of the spring of next year.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrerDan, Nov. 26. 

We have reason to be content; not too much “national time” is 
spent in Parliament with fruitless debates. It is as well that both the 
Second and the First Chamber should make haste with the Budget dis- 
cussions, Perhaps our Lords will be ready to-day or to-morrow with 
the East India Budget for 1874, 80 that it can be forwarded with the 
next mail to India. The debate in the Senate was an extraordinary 
one ; as a rule it is short and cool; it was upon this occasion very long 
and warm. The first champion of the Conservatives was Mr. Rahusen, 
who wished that the Minister should give warrants that the favourable 
balance of the East India service should never be less than ten mil- 
lions. Of course, the Minister neither could nor would give them. 
Mr. Hartsen asked the signification of the new colonial policy, of which 
Mr. Fransen van de Putte had spoken, and the answer was, liberty of 
labour, liberty and publicity. That is the new policy which has tri- 
umphed. There is not one sugar manufactory, the Minister said, which 
works with one coolie delivered by the Government, and nevertheless 
that branch is in a flourishing state. The tobacco culture is totally 
free. The duty of the Government now is to develop the land in Java, 
and to increase the knowledge of the Javanese. We must show them 
the way to make moncy, and we must instruct them. Good inten- 
tions certainly. The Minister stated the fact that in some districts 
there are already natives who cultivate from ten to fifty bouws on their 
own account. Gradually the native learns the value of money, so that 
Java will perhaps become the garden for the trade of the whole world. 
A rather sharp discussion took place about the railways. You know that 
some time ago a report was published by a commission of bankers, which 
was commissioned to examine tho best plan for providing Java with a 
railway system. This report was very sharply criticised in the press, 
or at least by several papers, both Conservative and Liberal. The 
opinion prevailed that one member of the Commission, who is at the 
same time inember of the Senate, and according to some insinuations 
the Deus cx machina of the whole Cabinct, aimed only at his own profit 
or that of the financial institutions which are managed by him. It 
was demonstrated that the whole plan was only a banker's speculation, 
and that the railways ought not to be built by private persons, but by 
the State. These rumours found their way into the Second Chamber 
as wellas into the First. Mr. Goltstein thought it fit to criticise the 
Minister of the Colonial Department for what he had done in this 
matter, and to demonstrate that Mr. Pincoffs was a candidate-conces- 
sionary. Of course that member sprang up and said that the Com- 
mission had acted with the greatest disinterestedness, that the advice 
given was only of a financial and technical character, and that all the 
members of the Commission had accepted the honourable task under 
condition that they would not be bound to become partners, when 
eventually a concession should be granted for the construction of a rail- 
way. Mr. van Goltstein’s reply was most characteristic: He said I am 
thankful that we have given you the opportunity to declare this ; 
this declaration was not necessary for us. The Minister finished tho 
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yesterday sitting with a warm speech on behalf of the East India 
Brigade, and at the time that I write these lines the discussions are 
continued about the new regulation of the coffee-culture. Mr. Duy- 
maer van Twist advocated that the culture of coffee ought to be ruled 
by the law, and the Minister demonstrated that this, if not impossible, 
was nevertheless far from possible. 

The Budget discussions in the Second Chamber are set forth—as I 
said—most calmly. I have told you already what a miserable figure 
was made by the Opposition. The political debate which preceded the 
business discussions showed that the greatest division prevails in the 
ranks of the Opposition, which has become quite a mixture of political 
parties, I think it my duty to reveal one incident of the very extended 
discussions, It took place when the Budget of the Department of 
Justice was brought on the tapis. Amongst the numerous failures of 
the last few days was that of the house of Overklift and Co., at the 
Hague, a banking house of hitherto high standing. The partners were 
Messrs. De Gyselaar, noblemen ; but, notwithstanding their high birth, 
they did not shrink to use the funds entrusted to them, and to leave 
the country. The opinion now is that the police knew what these 
rascals did, but that they did not meddle with the affair until they 
were in safety. The culprits went to America, and the Minister de- 
clared he had no money at disposal to effect their arrest with there, be- 
cause no extradition treaty existed between Holland and America. But 
now the reverse of the medal. More than a year ago a lady and her 
maid servant were murdered at the Hague. Three persons were 
arrested accused of this crime, and the judicial authority was obliged 
to set themfat liberty after having endeavoured in vain during a year 
to find motives for the arrest ; all means were tried to induce them to 
confess, The Minister excused himself for what had happened, upon 
the ground that it was done without his knowledge. It remains, how- 
ever, a miserable fact, which proves that our police are useless. 

We were very glad to hear that the second expedition for Atchin had 
started. I wish our brave soldiers success. The declarations of the 
Minister that Atchin will be placed under Dutch sovereignty as a gua- 
rantee for the future maintenance of peace, but that its autonomy, 
however, will be preserved, has made an excellent impression here. The 
annexation of Atchin would give a great number of charges. We can- 
not dispose of the force to administer to more States in the Far East, 
and therefore it is desirable that Atchin's autonomy should be main- 
tained. 

The Second Chamber carried the Bill having reference to the regu- 
lations of the monetary system in our East India Colonies. 

The state of our financial circle is anything but favourable. The 
weekly account of the Bank is worse than last week, so that the rate of 
discount ought to be raised again. The failures by speculators in bonds 
are repeatedly happening, and not only do these men stop payment but 
they abscond asa rule, This is a miserable sign. Still more failures 
are expected during the year. I am, however, glad to state that our 
trade is as sound as can be wished. The strike of our cigar-makers is 
still continued ; our manufacturers decline to grant concessions, and as 
our workmen decline likewise to concede they have no other choice 
than to leave the country. They start for Hambro’ and London, where 
they will find plenty of work. 

I am glad to state that there are a great number of schoolmasters 
inclined to start for India. The meagre payment which they receive 
induces them to leave the mother country. As a doux sourenir it is 
proposed to offer to his Majesty, on the occasion of his twenty-five 
years’ festival, an album with all the portraits of the schoolmasters, A 
curious collection indeed. 

The {cholera continues still to prevail, Last week thirty-six cases 
occurred,

PORTUGAL, 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisson, Nov. 21. 

Our Money Market has not been affected by the panic in the United 
States and German Money Markets, and the rate of discount of the 
Bank of Portugal remains at the figure it has been all the year, viz, 5 
per cent. The desirability of raising the rate was discussed, but no 
alteration was made. The press has been discussing the effect of the 
recent events brought about by the carrying out of the law, approved 
by the English Parliament, with reference to the coolie trade in inst, 
In consequence of the law, ships engaged in that trade are forbidden to 
enter the port of Hong Kong. The violation of this law is punishable, 
and very rigorous measures are taken to prevent a breach of it. 
Although this law really applies to any port in China, yet it affects Macao 
specially, as for years past the abuse of the coolie trade there has been 
carried on to an extent which has called forth censure from the Fnglish 
press both at home and in China. The state of things which called for 
censure has, however, latterly diminished, and Macao is not so severely 
handled on account of its coolie traffic as it was. 

The Viscount of S,. Januario will not remain long in his post. Some 
correspondence has been going on between him and the Minister of the 
Navy about the administration, and although at present it is undecided 
whether Mr. Baptista d’Aadrade will be appointed, the resignation of 
the Viscount is regarded as certain. 

Since 1825 the Brazilian merchants residing in Lisbon have been 
considered, with regard to the payment of their taxes, under the same 
conditions as the English and other foreigners. According to this law 
they have to pay the tax of 20 per cent. on the rent of their houses or 
warehouses. This was maintained until recently, but now it appears 
that the Brazilian merchants are warned that they must pay next year 
in proportion to their interests in commerce ; thus the English will be 
the only exception to the rule. Even this exception will be withdrawn 
before long, I am told. The Brazilians forwarded an address to the 
Minister of Finance, and they are waiting for the reply, which will be 
in their favour, I should imagine, for the Treaty is not yet revoked, 
and they are under the same protection as the English. The Treat 
says in Art. V. that the subjects of both nations, Portugal and Brual, 
will be considered and treated in their respective States as those of the 
most favoured and friendly. 

The most favoured nation certainly is England, and as the Brazilians 
have been treated upon the same footing they wish to continue on the 
same terms. 

On the 17th inst., at twelve o'clock, the inauguration of the American 
tramway in Lisbon took place. Two hundred persons, including the 
Ministry and many high functionaries were invited. Thirty-three 
carriages of the best American manufacture started from the station at 
the Aterro and crossed Santa Apolonia. The first three carriages con- 
veyed the guests, and the others were destined for the public. Two 
regimental bands accompanied the train, one being in the first carriage 
and the other in the last. All the people noticed the pretty Spanish 
mules and Portuguese horses, as well as the magnificence of the carriages. 
Mr. Guimaraes, one of the directors, a man who for many years resided 
in New York, desirous of rendering the day memorable, invited the 
guests to lunch in Marquis Pombat’s palace, at Janellas Verdes. The 
feast began at twelve o'clock and finished at five. The day following 
8,100 persons were conveyed over a portion of the line, about a kilo- 
metre and a half. It is expected that in a short time all the line already 
constructed will be opened ; the length from Santa Apolonia to Belem 
is seven kilometres,

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CIRCULAR OF THE SPANISH GOVERNMENT TO ITS RE- 
PRESENIATIVES ABROAD RESPECTING FOREIGN TRADE 
WITH SOOLOO.—MADRID, JULY 2, 1860. 


The abuses committed by some foreign vessels which, in violation of 
the Custoins regulatiuns in force in the Philippine Islands, have taken 
to the Island of Jold a quantity of goods of unlawful commerce, muni- 
tions and stures of war, have attracted the attention of the Queen our 
Lady, and in consequence thereof she has been pleased to direct that 
you be instructed to remind the Government where you are that as no 
other than the ports of Manila, Sual, Ilo [lo, and Zamboanga are open 
to external commerce, the foreign flag will not be allowed to trade 
direct with Jolé and the adjacent places, which, according to the capi- 
tulations of April 30, 1851, form an integral part of the Philippine 
Archipelago. 

By Royal order I communicate this to you, so that you may make 
the foregoing regulation as public as possible, for the information of the 
trading community of the country where you are.

TREATY OF PEACE AND COMMERCE BETWEEN SPAIN AND 
SOOLOO, SIGNED AT SOOLOO, Sser. 23, 1836. CAPITULA- 
TIONS OF PEACE, PROTECTION, AND COMMERCE BE- 
TWEEN THE GOVERNMENT OF HER CATHOLIC MAJESTY 
AND THE SULTAN AND DATTOS OF SOOLQO. 

(TRANSLATION, ) 

Capitulations of Peace, Protection, and Commerce, stipulated with 
the most Excellent Sultan and Dattos of Sooloo, by the most illustrious 
Seftor the Captain-General, Governor of the Philippine Islands, in the 
nime of the High and Mighty Sovereign, her Catholic Majesty, both 
Parties having previously agreed thereupon, that is to say: The 
Captain of the Royal Navy, Don Jost Maria Malcon, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Naval Forces stationed in the Roads of Sooloo, to repre- 
sent the Spanish Government as the Plenipotentiary of the most Illus- 
trious Seftor the Captain-General, Don Pedro Antonio Salazar, Governor 
of the Philippines; and fur the other party, the Sultan Mohamad 
Diamul-Quiram and the Dattos, who sign the terms they have agreed 
to :— 

Art. I. The most illustrious Sefior the Captain-General, Governor of 
the Philippine Islands, on the part of her Catholic Majesty, doth assure 
to the Excellent Sultan and the Dattos of Sooloo, for now and for ever, 
the most solid peace on the part of the Spaniards, and of the natives of 
all the islands subject to the Crown of Spain, with the tributaries in 
the lands subject to the Sultan and his Dattos; and he offers the 
protection of his Government and naval and military assistance 
for any war that the Sultan may be under the necessity of carry- 
ing on against the enemies who may attack him, or in order to 
subject the towns which may revolt in any of the islands situ- 
ated within the limits of the Spanish jurisdiction, and which ex- 
tends from the Western Point of Mindanao (Magindanao) to Borneo 
and the Paragua (Palanan), with the exception of Sanducan and the 
other countries tributary to the Sultan on the continent of Borneo. 
The Sultan of Sooloo, on his part, accepts the friendship and protection 
of the Spanish Government, and engages also to preserve peace with all 
the subjects of her Catholic Majesty, and to consider as enemies all 
those who may hencefurward be such to the Spanish nation, and to 
concur with armed forces for the wars which may arise, in the same 
manner as if they were Spaniards. In case of this aid being rendered, 
the provisions for the subsistence of the Soolooana are to be at the ex- 
pense of her Catholic Majesty, the same as for the other soldiers and 
individuals of her army and navy. The 2nd Clause of the Capitulations 
of 1737 is hereby renewed, and explained as not including the obliga- 
tion to lend aid in wars with European nations. 

Art. II. In consequence of the friendship and protection which 
unites Svoloo with the Spanish Provinces of the Philippine Islands, the 
Soolooan ships may sail and trade freely in the open ports of Manila 
and Samboangan, and the Spanish in that of Sooloo, where both of them 
will nat only Le admitted, but will find protection and the same treat- 
ment as the natives. : 

In a separate capitulation the duties are regulated which the Spanish 
vessels are to pay in Soolao, and those which Suolooan vessels are to pay 
in Manila and in Samboangan ; but by these capitulations it is agreed 
that the Svolooans who carry a cargo of goods from those islands are to 
pay in Manila and Samboangan less than foreign ships, and the Spaniards 
are not to pay in Soolvo so wuch as is exacted from the vessels of other 
nations. 











2. Every Soolooan vessel guing to Manila or Samboangan must have 
a license from the Sultan, and with it the permit and insurance. 

3. Every Spanish or Sooluoan vessel going to trade at Magendanoo 
must go first to Samboangan to give notice to the Governor, who will 
sign a license for it gratia. 

4. All Spanish and Svolooan vessels which meet the Ilano and Sin- 
dugan vessels without a license from the Sultan and Governor as above 
mentioned, shall be seized, and shall forfeit all their cargo, of which 
two-thirds will go to the captor and one-third to the Sultan of Soolvv, 
if a Soolooan vessel, and the game to the Spanish Government if a 
Spanish vessel. 

5. The Governor of Samboangan shall determine what is to be done 
with respect to the sales of goods from the towns of Pilas and Basilan, 
as friends of that place. 

6. The Sooloan trading boats which go from the Islands belonging 
to the Sultan either out to sea or to Mindanoo, with license, should not 
flee from the ships of war they may meet with, because they are meant 
to defend them, and to pursue evil disposed persons. The commanders 
of these ships will have orders to receive and conform to the instruc- 
tions of the Sultan. 

Art. V. The Sultan and the Dattos of Soaloo engage to prevent 
the piracies of the Ilanos and Zamales in the Philippine Islands ; and 
if they are unable to do so the Sultan will inform the Spanish Govern- 
ment that it may co-operate or do ao itself. 

Lastly. Should the meaning of these Capitulations not agree in the 
two languages, the literal Spanish text shall decide the doubt.

Act of Re-Submission by the Sultan of Sooloo (Jolé) to the So- 
vereignty of her Majesty the Queen of Spain. Signed at Jold, April 
19, 1851. 

[Ratified by the Governor of the Philippine Islands, at Manila, April 
30, 1851. Approved by the Queen of Spain, July 31, 1851.] 

Solemn Act of incorporation with adhesion to the Sovereignty of her 
Catholic Majesty Doita Isabella II., Constitutional Queen of the Spains, 
and of submission to the Supreme Government of the nation, done by 
the Very Excellent Sultan of Sooloo, Mahamad Pulalon, and the 
Dattoes Mahamad-Bullo-Mulok, Daniel-Amil-Bajal, Ban-dé-Jalé, Mulok- 
Cajal, Amil-Baral, Tamangon, Yo-Han, Sana-Ya-Han, Nainp, Mamancha, 
with the Serib Mahamad Binsarin in the name and in representation of 
the whole Island of Sooloo, to Seftor Brevet Colonel Don José Maria de 
Carlos y O'Doile, Military and Political Governor of the province of 
Zamboanga, islands of Basilan, Pilas, Tonquil, and others adjacent, as 
Plenipotentiary specially authorised by his Excellency Seftor Don 
Antonio de Urbiztondo, Marquis de la Solana, Governor and Captain- 
General of the Philippine Islands. 

Art. I. The Very Excellent Sultan of Sooloo Mabamad Pulalon, for 
himself, his heirs and descendants, the Dattoes Mahamad Bullo-Mulok, 
Daniel-Amil-Bajal, Bin-dd-Jald, Mulok-Cajal, Amil-Baral, Tamangon, 
Yo-Han, Sana-Ya-Han, Nainp, Mamancha, and the Serib Mahamad 
Binsarin, of their spontaneous and free will declare : That for the purpose 
of redressing the outrage committed on the S).qnish nation on the Ist 
day of January of the present year, they desire And beg that the island 
of Sooloo with all its dependencies, may he ‘incorporated with the 
Crown of Spain, which some centuries aga was already their only sove- 
reign and protector, making anew on this day a solemn Act of adhesion 
and submission, recognising her Catholic Majesty, Dota Isabella IL, 
Constitutional Queen of the Spains, and those who may succeed her in 
that supreme dignity, as their sovereigna, lords, and protectors, as by 
right belongs to them, as well by the Treaties concluded at remote 
epochs, by that of 1836, and additions made by the present Governor of 
Zamboanga in August last, as also most particularly by the recent con- 
quest of Sooloo, made on the 28th of February of the present year by 
his Excellency Seftor Don Antonio de Urbiztondo, Marquis de la 
Solana, Governor and Captain-General of the Philippine Islands. 

Art. II. The Sultan and Dattoes engage solemnly to maintain in its 
integrity the territory ef Svoloo and its dependencies, as a part of 
the Archipelago—belonging to the Spanish Government. 

Art. III. The Islands of Soolvo and all its dependencies being incor- 
porated with the Crown of Spain, and their inhabitants forming a part 
of the great Spanish family which peoples the vast Philippine Archi- 
pelago, the Sultan and Dattoes cannot enter into nor sign Treaties,

not suffer the losses and delays caused by the difficulty of ita market, 
the Sultan and the Dattos agree that a factory or “ Bantalan” with sub- 
stantial warehouses, shall be erected for the use of Spanish merchants, 
where goods may be deposited without risk, and the Sultan and the 
Dattos promise always to respect this place, in which there is to bea 
resident Spanish agent, who will manage all the affairs intrusted to him. 
If the Soolooans should wish to do the same in Manila, they are at 
liberty to do so; but the Spanish Government will receive goods in 
deposit in the Custom-house of that city, at a duty of only 1 per cent. 
The Sultan will fix a proper place for building the warehouses where 
vessels may be easily loaded and unloaded, and the Spanish Government 
will require from the Sultan the workmen and materials they may want, 
and psy him for the same. 

Art. IV. In order that Spanish and Soolooan trading vessels may sail 
and trade with security, free from the piracies of the Illanos and Zamales, 
the Spanish Government will augment their naval forces, which will 
equally protect the one and the other ; and that the innocent may not 
be mistaken for the guilty, the following rules are to be observed :— 

1, Every Spanish vessel arriving at Sooloo must, when she casts 
anchor, show her license to the Sultan, and he will affix his seal thereto 
when she sets suil ; if not the captain shall be punished at Manila. 
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Powers, companies or persons, Malay corporations, Sultans and Chiefs, 
on pain of nullity; they declare null and of no effect all Treaties concluded 
with other Powers, if they prejudice the ancient and indisputable rights 
which Spain has to the whole Archipelago of Sooloo, as part of that of 
the Philippine, and they ratify, renew, and leave in all their force and 
validity the documents previously drawn up, which contain any clause 
favourable to the Spanish Government from the most remote time. 

Art. IV. They renew the solemn engagement not to practise, nor to 
allow any one to practise piracy, in the dominions of Soolvoo ; to pro- 
secute those who may devote themselves to that infamous traffic ; and 
they declare themselves enemies of all who shall be enemies of Spain 
and allies of all her friends. 

Art. V. From this day Svoloo shall hoist the Spanish national flag in 
her towns and shipping; and the Sultan and other constituted autho- 
rities will use the Spanish war flag, on the same principles as is done in 
the other Spanish dominions. 

Art. VI. The Island of Sooloo and its dependencies, being declared 
an integral part of the Philippine Archipelago, which belongs to Spain, 
trade under the Spanish flag is recognised as free in all the ports de- 
pendent on the Sultanship, without restriction of any kind, the same as 
is done in the ports of the nation. 
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Art. VII. The Sultan and Dattoes of Sooloo, having recognised the 
s»vereignty of Spain over their territory—a sovereignty that is now in- 
viyorated, pot only by the right of conquest, but by the clemency of the 
ce »nqueror—no fortification of any kind whatever can be raised in the 
territory under their command without an express permission of H.E. 
the Governor and Captain-General of these Islands ; the purchase and 
use of firearms of every kind must also be prohibited without a licence 
from the same superior authority, for the ships shall be reputed as ene- 
mies in which arms of any other kind are found than the sidearms or 
swords used in the country frum time immemorial. 

Art. VIII. The Spanish Government wishing to give unequivocal 
proof of protection conceded to the Soolooesy, the proper Royal patents 
shall be issued to the Sultan and Dattoes to accredit their authority 
and rank, 

Art. IX. The Spanish Government guarantees with all solemnity to 
the Sultan, and the other inhabitants of Svoloo, the use and practice of 
the religion which they profess, on which not the slizhtest restriction 
shall be placed, and likewise to respect their customs. 

Art. X. The Spanish Government likewise guarantees the right of 
succession to the present Sultan and his descendants in the established 
order, and while he does not fail in these Coventions, and grants the like 
guarantee in their dignities and rank to the privileged classes to whom 
all rights shall be preserved. 

Art. XI. Soolocese ships and goods shall enjoy in the Spanish ports, 
without any difference whatever, the same privileges as are enjoyed 
by the natives of the Philippines. 

Art. XII. Excepting in regard to Spanish ships, the duties shall be 
continued with which the Sultan and Dattoes at present maintain the 
rank of their class, so that it may always retain the lustre and decorum 
with which they ought to maintain it; for this purpose those duties 
shall be paid by all the vessels arriving at the ports, and other means 
to be subsequently established by which they may elevate their 
dignity and augment their prestige. 

Art. XIII. In order to secure and invigorate more and more the au- 
thority of the Sultan as well as to promote the continual traffic which 
the riches of Sooloo must produce, so goon as the Government may di- 
rect it and in harmony with Article IIT. of the Treaty of 1836, a factory 
shall be formed and garrisoned by Spanish forces, for the establishment 
of which the Sultan and Dattoes must render all the assistance in their 
power, as also the natives, who shall be paid for their work and the 
materials they supply at the fair price which they may bear in the 
country. 

Art. XIV. The site most suitable for the factory being that called 
Cotta de Daniel, close to the roadstead, it shall be established in that 
spot ; but taking care not to occupy in any way the cemetery which 
the natives have there, and which must be religiously respected, and 
the erection of any edifice is forbidden, so as to prevent the injury 
which might afterwards accrue to those who should build there. 

Art. XV. The Sultan of Sooloo shall be able to issue passports to 
all the persons in his dominions who may request them, establishing 
the fees to be paid on issuing them; he is likewise authorised to 
countersign or put his seal to the passports of the Spaniards who may 
visit his residence. 

Art. XVI. Taking into consideration the representations of the 
Sultan of Svoloo, and convinced of the certainty of the losses occa 
sioned to him by the burning of his forts and palace, the Spanish Go- 
vernment grants him an annual stipend of 1,500 dollars, to indemnify 
him in a certain way for the losses sustained, and serve at the same time 
to maintain with due lustre the decorum due to his person and dignity. 
The same considerations induce the Spanish Government to concede to 
the Dattoes, Mahamad-Bullo, Mulok, and Daniel-Amil-Bajal, 600 dol- 
lars annually to each, and 360 dollars to the Serib Mahamad Binsarin 
for his good services rendered to the Spanish Government. 

Art. XVII. The Articles contained in this solemn Act shall from this 
day have all their force and validity, but must, nevertheleas, be subject 
to the superior approbation of his Excellency the Governor and Cap- 
tain-General of the Philippine Islands. Every doubt that may arise 
regarding the text of this Act shall be settled by adhering literally to 
the Spanish. Signed at Svolvg, on the 19th day of the month of April, 
1851.

CONVENTION OF COMMERCE BETWEEN FRANCE AND THE 
SOOLOO ISLES SIGNED AT SOOLOO THE 28rp oF APRIL, 1843. 
In the name of God all Powerful, his Highness the Sultan of Sooloo 

and its dependencies, being convinced of the advantages which will be 

derived to his possessions if he can induce the French navy to enter the 
ports of his dominions and particularly those vessels which are engaged 
in commerce in the India and China Seas, so hereby engages him- 
self, through the captain of the corvette Théogene, Francois Page, Che- 
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| valier of the Legion of Honour, commander of the corvette of his Ma- 
jesty the King of the French the Furorite, and Henry Charles Louixdu 
Mesnil de Maricourt, officer of the Ladite corvette, and in presence of 
the Dattoes assembled in Council, to observe and maintain the relations 
which shall be established between France and the States of Sovlvo on 
the following bases :— 


Art. I. All the subjects of his Majesty the King of the French, who 
shall come into the ports or the country of the Sultan of Svolvo, with 
their property as well as their persons, shall enjoy all the rights, privi- 
leges, and advantages which can be conceded to the subjects of the most 
favoured nation. 

Art. IL If any subject of his Highness the Sultan of Seoloo be 
offended or injured in his person, and if he be a French subject, his 
Highness and the principal Dattoes engage themselves to make in- 
quiries, and punish the offender according to all the rigour of the law. 

Art. III. In case of a shipwreck on the coast of the dominion of the 
Sultan of Svolvo, after having saved and received the persona and the 
effects of the French seamen, his Highness and the principal Dattocs 
will not put any obstacle in the way of the return of the etfects, &., 
80 saved, 

Made, signed, and sealed at the Assembly at Sooloo the 23rd April, 
in the year of Jesus Christ, 1843, and the 23rd Rabbi-el-ou-awel de 
lNegire 1259.

ENGAGEMENT OF THE SULTAN OF SOOLOO FOR THE 
PROTECTION OF THE CITIZENS AND COMMERCE OF 
THE UNITED STATES, FEBRUARY 5, 1842. 

Art. I. I, Mohamed, Sultan of Sooloo, for the purpose of encouraging 
trade with the people of the United States of Ainerica, do promise 
hereby and bind myself that I will afford full protection to all vessels 
of the United States, and their commanders and crews, visiting any of 
the islands of my dominions, and they shall be allowed to trade on the 
terms of the most favoured nation, and receive such provisions and 
necessaries as they may be in want of. 

Art. If. In case of shipwreck or accident to any vessel I will afford 
them all the assistance in my power, and protect the persons and pro- 
perty of those wrecked, and afford them all the assistance in my power 
for its preservation and safe keeping, and for the return of the officers 
and crews of said vessels to the Spanish scttlements, or wherever they 
may wish to proceed. 

Art. III. That any one of my subjects who shall do any injury or 
harin to the commanders or crews belonging to American vessels shall 
receive such punishment as his crime merits. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal, in pre- 
sence of the Dattoes and Chiefs of Soung, island of Soolo.

THE DUTCH IN SUMATRA. 


(THE STANDARD.) 

The Dutch have not been long in declaring their new policy in 
Sumatra. It is announced from Singapore that they have proclaimed 
their resolve to assume a sovereignty over the entire Sultanate of 
Atchin, though without undertaking the administration of its internal 
affhirs—that is to say, they intend to make themselves masters of its 
military forces and seaports, and probably of a considerable proportion 
of its revenues, leaving the native Monarch to carry on, for the present, 
at least, the domestic government of the country. But the programme 
thus boldly set forth is as yet no more than a scheme of the future, 
for, long ag the interval has been since the outrages complained of by 
the Dutch, they have as yet effected nothing to redress them beyond 
establishing a blockade which is only partially effectual, and, therefore, 
not binding on vessels under any flag. The latest intelligence from the 
Hague is to the effect that a second expedition was being concentrated 
in the Atchinese waters, although we haveheard nothing of any successes 
accomplished by the first, a delay due, no doubt, to that cautious policy 
which has invariably characterised the progress of the Hollanders among 
the Islands of the East. They know the region they are about to attack, 
and if it be their design to march upon the capital they are well aware that 
the enterprise will be a difficult one. It might be absurd to suggest that 
they have another Ashantee upon their hands, because the parallel 
would, in many respects, break down, the territory being open on three 
sides to the sea, and overlooked on the fourth by one in which the Dutch 
are already possessed of considerable strength. But it contains all the 
natural elements which are the chief defences of barbarous States—a 
jungly shore, a thickly wooded interior, innumerable hills and gorges, 
intersections of swamps and streams, and a sort of bamboo bush, in 
which a European force might be easily entangled. In addition to this, 
the Atchinese, the most warlike race in the Archipelago, though rudely 
armed, are no mean adepts in the art of fortification after the fashion 
suited to their country. The Dutch, therefore, exhibit a wisdom in 
which we have so often been deficient, in not undervaluing their enemy. 

In the result their undertaking, thus carefully prepared, can hardly 
fail to be successful, and in all likelihood they will dictate terms to the 
Sultan in his own palace. Whatever these may be will be matter of 
very little interest to England, which has expressly stipulated that 
Holland shall not be molested in her course of conquest through Su- 
matra. Should the project described in the official journal be carried 
out we may be sure that one-half of it will be waste paper before long. 
The shadow of a Sultanate will pass away, and the Dutch remain abso- 
lute masters in Atchin. It is scarcely possible to believe in the perms- 
nence of a system which gives all the power into one set of bands, and 
leaves little more than a police management in another. It is true that 
experiments of this kind have been made by ourselves in India and by 
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the Dutch in the Islands, but they have been invariably failures, and 
this case is all the leas likely to prove an exception, because not a word 
is said about a protectorate. Nothing will be easier when the Dutch 
are in command of the kingdom than to pick a quarrel with its nominal 
Monarch and eject him, with his dynasty, altogether. Indeed, such are 
the speculations of inspired organs at the Hague, which one anti- 
cipate that not distant day when Sumatra, from sea to sea, shall be 
coloured on the map as a purely Dutch possession. Let us repeat that 
Great Britain is in no way concerned in resisting or retarding a con- 
summation which appears inevitable. But, on the other hand, there 
are interests which have to be protected, and none of those ports which 
our merchants, or the native traders who act as their auxiliaries, espe- 
cially during the pepper season, have been accustomed to visit, can be 
closed under treaty stipulations ; for to the Straits Settlements a free 
intercourse with Atchin is of no inconsiderable importance, and the 
European communities inhabiting them are looking forward with no 
slight anxiety to the consequences of the bold policy proclaimed by 
Holland. This is all that we have to do with the affair ; for so long as 
the prosperity of the Straits Settlements be not interfered with, the 
Dutch are perfectly weleome, from an English point of view, to fulfil 
their ambition in the great Malayan island, by rooting up one after 
another those miserable native despotisms which in the interior are so 
many centres of slavery and profligacy, and on the coast so many 
piratical haunts.

Tue Company's FLEET. 
The tabular statement prefixed to the report shows that when the 
two steamers building at Dundee, and which have been named the 
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Teheran and Thibet, are completed, the Company's Ocean-going Fleet 
will consist of fifty steamers, grossing 118,333 tons and 21,890 nominal 
horse power. ‘The Gwalior and Nizam, mentioned in the last report 
as being nearly ready for sea, were respectively despatched on their first 
voyages on the 22nd July and 18th September. They each reached 
their destination in advance of the contract time, and their perform- 
ances have been reported upon as perfectly satisfactory. The Lmeu, 
which was built in 1854, being so far worn out as not to be worth the 
expense of repairing for the Company’s work, was sold by public auc- 
tion on the 5th inst. The only addition to the Company's list is the 
s.s, Adria, a new vessel of about 1,200 tons. She will be ready for sea 
in a few days, and is intended to be utilised exclusively for cargo and 
coaling operations. 
UNDERWRITING ACCOUNT, 

The directors are happy to state that has no loss has occurred amongst 
the company’s fleet during the past financial year, this account shows a 
balance of £130,000, and the directors recommend a distribution out of 
the same of 2 per cent., amounting to £54,000. The balance remaining, 
£76,000, would under ordinary circumstances be transferred to the 
Reserve Fund ; but for the reasons explained under the head of “ Ex- 
traordinary Repairs and Alterations,” the directors recommend that it 
be placed to the credit of the renewal account. 

In their last report the directors stated that a new Mail Contract 
with the Australian Colonies was pending, and the proprietors were in- 
formed at the meeting that a telegram had been received announcing 
that this contract had actually been concluded for a period of six years 
from the lst January, 1874, with a subsidy of £90,000 per annum. The 
proprietors were also informed that this contract had been concluded 
with the Government of Victoria, the Imperial Government having left 
the Australian Colonies to arrange their own postal affairs. 

The directors have every reason to be satisfied with the arrangement 
thus made, and they have only to regret that unfortunate dissensions 
between Victoria and New South Wales rendered it impossible to ob- 
tain a contract embracing both these important colonies. Arrange- 
ments have, however, been made for maintaining the Company's com- 
mercial connection with Sydney by means of a branch steamer between 
that port and Melbourne, and the £llora was despatched from South- 
ampton for this purpose on the lst November. 

The general services of the Company have been performed satisfac- 
torily, and where the mail voyages have been inadequate to meet the 
requirements of the Company's trade, the policy of running extra voy- 
ages has been successfully maintained. The Company’s steamers have 
perfornied 260,000 miles in excess of the mail services. 


Steam CoLiiEer. 

The special purpose which the directors had in view in the purchase 
of the Adria, was the conveyance of Japan and Formosa coal to supply 
the Company's stations in China, The Company are now using Aus- 
tralian, Indian, Chinese, and Japanese coal in their various operations ; 
and the directors are satisfied that only the difficulty and expense of 
carriage in the Eastern Seas prevent a greater utilisation of these sources 
of coal supply. They have, therefore, resolved to try the experiment of 
supplying some of the Eastern stations almost exclusively with native 
coal, At the outset, however, the Adr.a will be employed for some 
time as an extra steamer on the Venice and Alexandria line, on which 
the traffic continues to increase. 


Suez Cana. 

The extent to which the Suez Canal has been utilised for the Com- 
pany’s operations has been reported to the proprietors from time to 
time ; but it has now become desirable to make a more formal reference 
to this subject. The proprietors need scarcely be informed that, as 
soon as the practicability of the Canal for large steamers became appa- 
rent, it was obvious to the directors that the tide of general traffic must 
eventually flow through that channel, instead of being subjected to the 
inconvenience of transhipment from one vessel to another, with an in- 
tervening journey by railway. Anticipating this alteration in the Over- 
land route, it was necessary to make important changes in the character 
of the Company’s fleet, as it was clear that the rates of carriage which 
this Company and the Egyptian Government had hitherto jointly re- 
ceived would be altogether abolished. The directors, therefore, set about 
the construction of a number of steamers specially adapted for Canal 
traffic ; and, while this essential work was being carried out, the grow- 
ing experience of the public regarding the Canal became such as to de- 
monstrate the necessity of this route being adopted by the English 
mail steamers (as it has been by the French, Italian and Austrian ser- 
vices), 80 a8 to enable passengers and cargo to be conveyed to their des- 
nation in one vessel, instead of being transhipped, as at present. 

To meet the views of the public in this respect, and having a flect in 
readiness for the purpose, the directors submitted in the month of 
March last a definite proposal to the Postmaster-General for the improve- 
ment of the contract mail service to the Fast by means of the Suez 
Canal. Without going into further details, it may be stated that the 
directors have undertaken to accelerate the mail services and promote 
the requirements of trade, not only without additional cost, but at a 
saving of expense to the public. 


WEST-END ESTABLISHMENT. 

For the greater convenience of passengers and shippers, the directors 
determined some time ago to open a branch at the West-end, where 
passages can be engaged and baggage and parcela received. They have 
succeeded in securing commodious premises, cligibly situated at 25, 
Cockspur-street, Charing-cross, which will shortly be opened for the 
transaction of business. 


EXTRAORDINARY REPAIRS AND ALTERATIONS. 

In previous reports the directors have referred at some length to the 
necessity of supplying a considerable number of the Company's steamers 
with new machinery ; and the greatly increased efficiency of the fleet, 
resulting from the policy of the directors in building fifteen new ships 
during the past three years, enables them now to spare some of thos 
older vessels from active service, until they can be more effectually 
adapted to the requirements of the present day—of which economy in 
fuel and large cargo capacity are the most prominent features. 
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This is a task which devolves upon the Company in common with 
all other shipowners whose fleets were built before the present type of 
compound engines came into use in screw steamers. It is necessary 
again to remind the proprietors that these alterations will involve from 
first to last a heavy outlay, for which it is esscutial to provide as far as 
possible by anticipation. On previous occasions reserves have bezn put 
aside for this special work, which have now been expended, with the 
exception of a balance of £2,900; and in recommending that the pre- 
sent balance of £76,000 from the Underwriting Account be devoted to 
it, the directors propose to establish with that sum a “ Renewal Ac- 
count,” as a distinct feature of the accounts hereafter to be presented 
annually to the proprietors. 

In the important works already reported as having been contracted 
for considerable progress has now been made. The Mongolia and 
Sumctra have already received their new engines, and will be ready for 
sea almost immediately. The Malacca and Surat are also in hand for 
the same purpose, and the new machinery is nearly ready for the (ree- 
long, Aroct, Bangalore, and Sunda. The directors have entered into a 
contract for lengthening the Poonah eighty feet and supplying her with 
new engines of six hundred nominal horse power. The lengthening of 
the ship is to be done by Mr. James Laing, of Sunderland, and the 
engines are to be constructed by Messrs. Hawthorn, of Newcaatle-on- 
Tyne. 

Retirtna Dimectors aND AUDITORS. 

Inconformity with the provisions of the Deed uf Settlement, two of 
the directors, The Honourable Ronald Leslie Melville and Edward 
Thornton, Esq., C.B., and the two auditors, A. Mackenzie, Esy., and J. 
S. Godfrey, Esy., go out of office on the day of the meeting. Mr. Macken- 
zie, on account of failing health, will not offer himself for re-election. His 
connection with the Company in the position of Auditor has extended 
over the long period of eighteen years, and his devotion to the interests 
of the Company entitles him to the best thanks of the proprietors. Mr. 
Melville and Mr. Thornton, directors, and Mr. Godfrey, auditor, have 
given notice of their willingness to serve again, and resolutions for their 
re-election will be submitted, which the Board have much pleasure in 
recommending for your adoption. A list of candidates for the vacant 
appvintments has been exhibited in the Buard-room, 

RrVENUE, DIVIDEND AND EXPENDITURE. 

In previous Reports the directors have pointed out to the proprietors 
the complete revolution which has taken place in the busines of the 
Company, by reason of the competition developed by the Suez Canal. 
The directors reported that for the year ending September, 1872, no 
less than 1,250,000 tons of shipping had passed through the Canal, 
against 700,000 tons during the provious year. They have now to re- 
port that for the year ended September, 1873, the amount has further 
increased from 1,250,000 to 1,660,0U0 tons, The simple fact is, that 
while previous to 1869 the only steamers employed in the Eastern trade 
were those of this Company and the Messageries Imperiales, in the pre- 
sent day for every steamer despatched by this company from England, 
probably ten are despatched by other shipowners. Each of these ves- 
sels endeavours to obtain a share of the limited passeuger traffic of the 
East by means of Jow rates of passage-money ; and it is, therefore, 
gratifying to report that this Company have not only held their previous 
footing in this respect, but have earned a large accession to this branch 
of revenue, which must be chiefly attributed, among other causes, to 
the character and prestige of the steamers recently added to the com- 
pany’s fleet. 

In freight there would also have been an increase to report, as the 
Company have carried considerably more cargo than in any previous 
year, but for a diminution of 50 per cent. in the rate of silk freights 
from China, and great depression in the local trade thence to India ; 
which together outweigh increased earnings on other lines. But the 
directors look forward with some confidence to a gradual improvement 
in their general freight business as the increased capacity of the new 
steamers becomes more extensively available. 

The directors regret that the condition of the labour and coal mar- 
kets has involved increased expenditure, and but for this cause the ac- 
counts for the year would have shown a more favourable result. They 
are, however, enabled to recommend a dividend of 3 per cent. for the 
six months ending 30th September last, and a payment of 2 per cent. 
from the underwriting account, making, with the dividend of 3 per 
cent declared in June, a total of 8 per cent. for the year. The amounts 
payable under this report will, therefore, be as follows :—Dividend, 
3 per cent. ; underwriting account, 2 per cent. ; together 5 per cent.

OUR (MIS) GOVERNMENT AT MALACCA. 
(FROM A SINGAPORE CORRESPONDENT.) 

Captain Ord’s last exploits in the administration of justice has 
compelled his brother, Sir Harry, on the eve of his departure, 
to send a Commission of Inquiry to Malacca, and it is time 
that that gentleman should be definitively dealt with. If there 
be an elementary principle of government in our Eastern pos- 
sessions, it is that of leaving the natives unmolested and unin- 
terfered with in all matters connected with religion, and among 
such matters marriage and divorce have always and everywhere 
been considered as included. In Malacca our Government, fol- 
lowing in the fvotsteps of their predecessors, the Dutch, not 
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only have hitherto respected this principle, but have even gone 
the length of officially recugnising the Kazi, or Kali, and other 
officers of the Mahometan Mosques. Indeed, it is only a few 
months ago that the Lieutenant-Governor went officially to the 
principal Mosque to receive the votes of the Punghulus who 
assembled to elect a Kazi. Captain Ord, however, appears to 
think that questions of Mahometan marriage and divorce belong 
to his own Police or Small Debts Court, and that a decision on 
such subjects by a Mahometan judge is an usurpation, if not an 
insult to himself. 

Not long ago a Mahometan took back his wife after having 
given her the three “talaks,” which constitute an irrevocable 
repudiation in Mahometan law, and this being contrary to 
Mahometan law, and a cause of scandal, he was ordered by the 
Punghulu to separate from the woman, on pain of being excluded 
from the Mosque. The offender refused to obey, and made an 
appeal to public opinion by inviting his fellow-villagers to a 
feast ; but public opinion was unanimous in favour of respecting 
the judicial decision, and nobody went to the feast. He then 
summoned his judge before Captain Ord, and Captain Ord found 
that the judve had been slanderous, and fined him twenty dollays, 
the cost of the rejected banquet. There are reports afloat of 
other cases of a similar character, but a brief mention of one 
other will suffice. 

It is said that having heard privately that the recently-elected 
Kasi, Wom Cheleh, had pronounced a decision in a Malay matri- 
monial case, he issued subprenas to the husband against whom 
the decision had gone, and some of his friends, and examined 
them on the subject, although there was no complaint or suit 
before him, and that he even went so far as to urge the 
husband to institute Jegal proceedings in his Court against the 
Kazi and send him to prison for six months. The husband 
declined lending himself to the proposed steps ; but the result 
of this and similar affairs has been a great ferment in the Maho- 
metan population, petition on petition against the magistrate 
and the appointment of a Commission,— whether-to really inves- 
tigate or hush up, time will tell. The Commission consists of 
Messrs, Birch, Willans, and McNair,
